Apoſtle, who kept Th according to the 
Jewiſh! Computation, came to Rome, where 
it was 1 on the Day nom uſed in the 
Weſtern Church, and diſcourſed the Mat- 
ter nb Pope Anicerus, and tho nei- 
ther could convince the other, yet they 
broke not Communion, or Friendſhip, 
but in Honour to Pohcarp, Anicetus gave 
him the Conſecrating of tlie Sacrament 
when he received with him in his own 
Church in Rome, and they parted in 
Chriſtian Peace and Charity: but when 
furious Victor came in, he would give 
no Quarter, but fell to Excommunicas 
tion preſently; and he would Commu- 
nicate with none, who kept not his Day, 
nor Communicate with them who kept 
their . own : Whence a terrible Schiſm 
aroſe between the . Eaſtern and Meſtern 
Churches. And as 20 will ſee Chap. 
23, both Sides pleaded d Apoſtolical Tras 
dition: So that this was not ſo very 
certain a Rule, even in thoſe Early Days.

IJ have named ſome Pradices of Chriſt 
himſelf, and of the Apoſtles, which have 
been taken away and altered in all Chriſti. 
an Churches. A if fany „ Prieft 
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ſhould revive them, and 
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| make a Separation 
upon that account, he would be cenfured 
as d Schiſmatick by the Diſcipline of all 
the Churches in the World. And Diſei- 


pline it ſelf is at leaſt as ancient, and 


more neceſfary for the being of a Church, 
than any of thoſe Alterations, which are 
carry d on upon the ruin of all Diſcipline. 
I know ſome ſound Members of 
the Church of England, who always uſe 
Unleavened Bread at the Sacrament, 
where it may be had, but without Noiſe, 
or making Separation for it. And it has

Stephent, whom 'you 
mention, I knew right well, he came of- 
ten to me, and I took him tu be an honeſt 
well-meaning Man of great Zeal, but 
weak Judgment, ſome thought him mad. 
He was enamour'd of Primitive Uſape, 
right or wrong, a Flea leapt: out of that 
Duſt-Basket, which he died purſuing. 

He had heard that long ago, in times of 
hot Perſecution, ſome Zealous Chriſtians 
Communicated every day, not beirig ſure 
of their Lives ſo long: And when they 
wandred thro Woods and Defarts,” they 
could carry a bit of Bread in their Poe 
ket, when they could not carry Wine, 
they thought better to Communicate in 
one Kind than to loſe both : a weak and 
ſuperſtitious Thought, no doubt: but the 
Imitation of it in times oß Peace and Qui- 
etneſs, and to make the Practice of it 
Neceſſary and Univerſal, then, was moſt 
Ridiculous and Wicked; yet this was the 
Ground of the Daily and Solitary Maſſes 
en joined on the Prieſt, and of taking the 
Cup from the Laity for ever. But the 
daily Communion ſtruck Mr. Stephen 
Fancy. Oh what a brave thing it would 
be to have Chriſtians ſo prepared, ſo ab- 
ſtracted from: the World, and diſintangled 
from the Cares of it as well as 9

in and Wiekedneſs, to be always in 
ſuch a Diſpoſition and Frame of Mind 
a8 is required in thoſe ho come to the 
Holy Sacrament, with their Loyns girt; 
and their Lamps trimmed, ready tg 
meet the Bridegroom, at leaſt in the Sa- 
crament exery day. xy. 
I remember I once diſcourſed this point 
with him at large ; e, were near the Royal-

and deſired to be admitted into the Com- 
munion of Nome, but they would not 
receive himʒ unleſs he would come up to 
their Terms, they would not go down 
to his, thinking him an Enthuſiaſt: he 
told me again with Joy when a Grecian 
Arch; biſnop of | Philippopoli was in Eng- 
land, that he would try to be admitted 
by him into the Communion of the Greek 
Church, which ſtruck his Fancy migh- 
tily, but as he told me afterwards, he 
tryed it, but was refuſed there too. And 
ſo lived a Seeker, And his Diſciples of 
the New Separation are ſzeking ſtill; for 
as I told you, they have more things to 
-wiſh for, and we may expect will come 
out in the Commanding Strain, if what 
they have let go already meet with Suc- 
ceſs, for there is no ſtop in the Art of 
Imagination: nor can it want Fuel, while 
there is an old Book in the World that 
tells of Ancient Ufages, and that we 
think our ſelves obliged to revive them 
all as neceſſary to Salvation, and then 
they are Articles of Faith, and it is a 
Sin not to obſerve them: and nothing 
can juſtify making a Schiſm in the Church 
but to avoid ſomething that is ſinful.

Bure this juſtifiable Cauſe of Sepa- 
ration muſt be proved to be a Sin by 
clear and undoubted Authority, which 
the Scriptures only are. The Fathers 
pretended not to it, but wrote as we do, 
proving what they ſaid from ' Scripture, 
and ſome of the greateſt of them have 
wrote Retractations of their own Works. 
21y. We are not ſure of their Works, 
for many ſpurious Books have been put 
out in their Names, and paſſed as theirs 
for a long time; many of which bave 
been detected by the Labours of the 
Learned in theſe later Ages, but we 
cannot ſay, we are ſure, that none re- 
main, for they were found out, not all 
at once, but by degrees, and from time 
to time, and by intervening Accidents. 
:3ly. The Court of the Tndex at Rome 
aſſumes openly the Authority to mend 
and reform them, to put out, and put 
in what they think fit, to make them 
ſpeak the modern Language, and are ſo 
little aſhamed of it, that they have prin- 
ted Volumes of theſe their Emendations 
of the Fathers, but we may be ſure not 
all. Therefore no Word, Sentence, or 
Paragraph in any of the Fathers Nen 
oo, ee I EIS.

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have paſt thro' theſe Huckſters hands, 
can be depended upon as certain and in- 
dubitable, or can admit of any Argument 
beyond that of Probability: Which is too 
weak to build Articles of Faith upon, or 
determine the Neceſſaries to Salvation. 
If you ſay, this takes away the whole 
uſe of the Fathers. No, there are many 
excellent and inſtructive things in them; 
but we muſt refer them, as they refer- 
red themſelves, to the Holy Scriptures, 
as the only ſure Rule. I hus St. Paul 
referred himſelf, be ye eme ee F me, 
4 I am of Chriſt, and no further does 
he deſire. May we not then ſay the 
fame to the Fathers? And of all Primi- 
tive Uſages not warranted in Scripture ? 
The communicating Infants in the Eu- 
chariſt is a very ancient Uſage, and is 
continued to this day in the Greek Church, 
as you may ſee in the Letter of Jeremy, 
Patriarch of Conſtantinople to the Luthe- 
rans, in du Pin's Hiſtory: of the Seven- 
teenth Century. It is likewiſe uſed in 
the Church of the Alyffenes and Cophtit: 
of Egypt. And Baptiging for the Dead, 
has more Countenance in Scripture (1 
Cor. xv. 29.) than Praying or making 
Offerings for them; has longer Traditi- 
on, and more Primitive Uſage, And you 
ALS uy PF ö 4% may 


may gratify ſome fanci ful Friend of the 
Separation with letting him know that 
in the Greek Church they always warm 
the Water they mix with the Wine 
(and ſome ſay they mix it not till after 
the Conſecration) and is not this cu- 
rious? for the Water that is mixed with 
the Blood in an Human Body is cer- 
tainly warm, and more nearly repreſents 
what came out of our Saviour's ſide.

He was 
ſpeaking of the Tradition which has de- 
ſcended down to Us of Actions done in 
former times, but he excepts that from 
being the Rule as to Religion, but the 
Seripture only, and wholly, becauſe it 
is not filent in any rlimg pertaining to 
that, but contains plainly ' a// things re- 
Rings to Funb and Morals. In iis quæ 
aperte in Seripturd Poſi ta ſunt, inveniun- 
tur illa oninia que continent Fidem more ſ 
que vivendi. (de Doctrin. Chriftian, l. 2. 
e. 9.) Oh! That it ſhould be needful to 
quote any thing of this fort againſt a 
new Separation of ſome among our ſelves; 
who have fo long ſuffered and fought 
with Us for the Holy Scriptures, the 
Church and the Conſtitution, againſt the 
Traditions of Rome, the Fund of all their 
Errors, as they were to the Jews, and 
made che Scriptures of none 'effet, 

To underſtand whieh rightly, we muſt 
take care to diſtinguiſh bet wixt the Let. 
ter and the Spirit, as the Scripture it 
ſelf does diſtinguiſh : And that as wel 
in the New Teſtament as the Old, as St. 
Paul ſays, 2 Cor. iii. 6. God bath made 
52 ale Miniſter iſters Hehe New Teſtament, 
not ut of the So for 
the l Hin ns Spzrit * 
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(16 ) 
the. ontward Inſtitutions are the Letter; 
which were ordained to point out to Us 
the Inward and Spiritual things repreſen- 
ted and exhibited by them, as Letters 
expreſs in Writing what they ſignify. 
But when Men ſtuck to the, Opus 
Operatum of performing the Letter of the 
outward Inſtitutions, and truſted: in that, 
then were they Dung and, Abominations 
before God, Mali 3- and hateful to Him. 
Iſai. i. 14. Nay, he denyed that he had 
commanded. them. Fer... vii. 22. And 
when the Jews took , Literally what 
Chriſt ſaid concerning their Eating his 
Fleſh and Drinking his Blood, he ſet 
them right, and inſtructed them in the 
true meaning of it, ſaying, It is the Spi- 
rit that quickneth, the Fleſh. profiteth no- 
thing: the Words that 4. ſpeak unto you, 
they are Shirit , and they are Life, Joh. vi. 
63. But there never was ſo fatal a ſtick- 
ing to the Letter as in this Caſe, that 
the Hoſtia or Bread of the Sacrament 
ſhould be worſhipped, not as a Symbole, 
Figure, or Repreſentation of Chriſt, but 
as very God it ſelf, and the Worſhip to 
terminate in it, and not to be relative 
or referring to any thing elſe. This is à 
knowing Chriſt. ſtill after the Fleſb, which 
the Apoſtle reproves, 2 CH V. 16. Alte t 
a? x then 
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then is our Diſpute about mixing a little 
Water with the Wine, which has no- 
thing of the Spirit, nor even of the Lr. 
ter of the Goſpel to warrant it ? But a- 
gainſt both ſome will follow an Ancient 
Uſage (of which we cannot be ſure for 
he Reaſons before) which might have 
been in ſome places, and not in others, 
as it is at this day, and yet no breach 
of Communion upon that account, which 
never happened till this' new Separation. 
But the Truth, the Reality is in the Spi- 
'rit, which is only figured in the outward 
Inſtitutions: for the Lam ts Spiritual, 
and he is not a Few, who is one outward- 
ly ; neither is that Circumciſion, which is 
outwardin the Fleſh : but be is a fem, who 
ic one inwardly ; and Circumciſion is that
